The Siege of Gaet.i. — Gaeta, the last 
inch— figuratively speaking— left the Bour- 
!bon« in Italy, still holds oul. Notwithstand- 
ing the Napoleon and Armstrsng riflei can- 
nons that had been thundering in front of 
lits walls for two long months, showering 
death and destruction among the garrison, 
tho fortress continued intact. Tho latest 
advice* received in England previous to tha 
sailin"' of the last steamer, came ir» the shape 
of a letter from P'aris, under d'ate of Decem- 
ber 21st. ft says: ■'Although there ia no 
now.s from Gaeta of a thoroiighh' reliable 
character, ihcro seems to be no doubt that 
the armistice is at an end. The positive 
assurance of tli-j Pays last night lo the con- 
trary was ill founded. That journal now 
admitf. that Francis II. has tejiocted the ad- 
vic<i> tendered to him. ' It adds that the on ly 
result of that advioe was the proclanaation 
of December 8th. I am inclined, however, 
to think that the Pays here makes another 
niislake. Tlwt document was written be- 
fore the suspension of hostilities. It i-s dated 
December Sth, and it was on thai day that 
tho Tied tnontese shells fell upon the hospi- 
tal, and even toached the (ioeen's balcony. 
There i.s nothing'- yet to show that it was 
published after the armistice. Tho Patrii 
says that the negotiations have been broken 
down, and that things are now in the status 
<j.uo ante. The batteries of Santa Agatha 
and Wonte Crislo were to have opened lira 
on the morning of tho 19lh, and the besieged 
wore preparing for a vigorous resistance, but 
heavy rains have greatly impeded the siege, 
and may possibly have postponed the at- 
tack.". Although the fortress may not be 
impregnable, it; has; given its besiegers a 
woi Id of trouble to 'take it.'

JoiiNG ExTKAuHui.NARY. — Iiistaiices 
have been known of persons who have had 
their beds stolen I'luni under them while 
sleeping ; and bed-clothea are quite com- 
mon ly marclied off with by petty thieves ; 
but an incident occurred in Victoria the 
other niglit, the like of which does not of- 
ten transpire m well-regulated ooramunities. 
A man inhabiting a small one.story house 
across the ravine retired to'^resli 'about ten 
•o'clock, rather the worse for liquor, and soon 
'fell into asluinbcr, and viaiied the sweet 
land of dreams. How long he had slept, 
•he knew not, but was awakened sometime 
before daylight by a seiisalioti as if cold 
Valer wiis being thrown on his facf), and 
when fully aroused, discovered that the 
>atn Wiis falling upon him, and his bed- 
clothes, shin, etc., were completely satura- 
ted. To leap from his couch was the work 
\)f a moment, but, to his great surprise and 
discomfort, ho alighed in ii pool of mud and 
water. He then sought to regain his bed, 
'but after searching for some lime, and find- 
ing ii not, gave vent to piteous cries for 
help, which wa|;t(,^nally, heard by his neigh- 
bors, V'ho.ifepairedj to his assistance with 
ligbta and founo,him slaiidinij in the street, 
in a state of serni-nudity, almo.-!! perished 
by his exposure to a cold wind and a heavy 
shower of rain. He was extricated from 
his position and escorted to his house— no, 
the place wheie it had oiicu stoud, for it ^vas 
there no Ioiif;er! An examination devel- 
oped the fact that it had been stolen from 
over the poor wight's liead while he slum- 
bered, and he himself carried out on his 
mattrass and laid in the softest mud to be 
lound in the neighborhood. After daylight 
u search was instituted, and the unlortunato 
man's house found near Book Bay ina good 
state of preservation. It came, out during 
the day that he had been the victim of a 
party of wags, who had taken advantage of 
hia ," soggy" st«le, produced^by iiaraerous 
idrams, and played the joke off upon liim.' 
The house being very small and of liijht 
constrnction, and resting upon four loose 
atones as a foundation, offered no obstacle 
to the successful carrying out of their de- 
signs.

The Tax on Boatmen. 

Yale, February yili, 18(il. 

EoiToit BainsH Colonist: — During a 
visit of the Governor to our town last spiing, 
previous 10 the letting of the contract for 
building the inule trail to Spuz/em, a com- 
mittee of our merchanls, at the Governor's 
request, called upon him to consult as to the 
best means of raising 'ft revenue to pay for 
the building of the tnen contemplated road. 
It was determined that the best means 
woulil be to cliarg* a toll of one-half oeiil 
per pound on all merchandise passing over 
the road, provided. a similar toll was placed 
on the Lillooet nn'd'Hope routes; the tolls 
eollected on each route to go to the forma- 
tion of a fund for the benefit of tlial particu- 
lar route — for instance, the a.nounl collected 
on the Vale route -ivas to go to the Yale 
fund ; iha', ou the Douglas route to the 
l)ou!,'las fund; and that on the Hope route 
to the Hope fund. Some time afterwards 
the (Jo vi-nior wrote to the so-called Town 
Councd id Vale, asking the peO[)le of that 
place to advi.io him to (.■oUect on all goo'ls 
shipped by water as well as over llie trail. 
This the Town Council did without the 
sanction of the people. The consequence 
was that, in the Governor's proclatnatioii of 
the loth October, the following paragraph 
appeared i;i relation to the la.v of one stiil- 
hug on every fifty pounds weight, '•and 
upon every fifty pounds weight avordupuis 
(if all g'jods taken or carried beyond Fort 
Vale, by land or water. In the direction of 
.Spuz'/eni, and of all goods taken or carried 
beyond Foit Hupe. by fini(/, in the ilirectiuti 
of Boston liar or Similkaineen.'' 

Now, Mr. Editor, can you inform the thick- 
headed people ol Vale wliy it is lliat orders 
have been received by the magistrate at 
Fort Hope in direct violation of ttic above 
clause in the Governor's piocl.im.iiioii ot the 
15th October, IStiO, and also in direct viola- 
liDii of the (Juvernor's promise to the jieople 
of Yah'. Oriler to collect the i cent per lb. 
toll at Fort Hope on all boats passing there 
intending to proceed past Vale in tho di- 
rection of Spu/zi'm," by water, swells the 
Hope fund by stealing the Yale toll. 

.•some ol the kiim'.'lcr claxses imagine that 
the fact of a largo proportion of the town lots 
in Hope being owned by high guvernment 
officials has something ludo with the mut- 
t.-r, but tliey must be mistaken I tnus'nt
